I suppose you think I am 
lead, or something worse. Instead I 
am a'.ive and in good health at pres 
ent, althoug-h 1 have been in the hos- 
pital four days lately with a fcvor 
something like malaria. Everyone in 
camp has had a touch of it. One in mj- 
Troop died with it yesterday. I hav 
been printing tablets for soldierr 
graves since the big battles. Since the 
big fight I have been trying to get pa- 
per and envelope to write to you, but 
eoald aat gi^a^y, aawUl writa on 
thia asraih fsU II ap aad try aad get 
itdHMsk. 

After thi% saMBss bm hasiaaf. It's 
soasethiag heerthlB, aa4 dead aad dy 
aU arenad. That flrst day (Jaly 1), 
well ever be remembered by me. Our 
regiment distinguished themselves — 
together with the 3rd, 9th and 10th 
Cavalry, 13th and 10th Infantry, and 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders, we charged 
the hill we now occupy, the principal 
point of vantage. Gen. Miles thanked 
us personally. The total killed and 
wounded Americans 2,00-.^; Spanish 
about 5,000. My troop of fifty hist two 
killed and five wounded. The Spanish 
formerly surrendered tod ly and we 
have Santiago, the American fiig go- 
ing over it todiy. 

We expect to come back to the Uni- 
ted States in a few days, but don't 
know for sure.

Section 43S3 of the Kentucky statu- 
tes relating to common schools and the 
course of study reads aa follows: 

'.S<^clion 'i ). Tto State Baard of Ed- 
ucation shall constitate a standing 
committee, who shall prepare rules, 
bylaws and regulation for the govern- 
ment of the common schoals of the 
Slate \\ hich shall be adopted and en- 
forced under the authority and direct- 
ion of the county Saperintendents 
trastees and teachers; shall preaeribe 
and publish a publiek graded course 
of study for the common schools, spec- 
ifying the order of studies, and the 
time to ba allotted to each, which 
course of atady ahall to ohsarvad by 
the teaahar aad eafaraad by tto tr«e> 
teas. 

Sec. 21. The iastmetion prescribed 
by the board ahall embrace spelling, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, English 
grammar, English composition, geog- 
raphy, physiology and hygiene, civil 
government. United States history and 
the history of Kentucky. After July 1, 
lStf3, the nature and effects of alcohol- 
ic drinks and nareotiaa npoe tto hu- 
man system shalt in all aehools sup- 
ported wholly or in part by the State, 
be taught as thoroughly as other re- 
quired studies to all pupils studying 
physiology and hygiene as a part of 
this brance." 

Therefore, said instmetion toing 
auuidatory. it is now reaolvod that tto 
Committee on Examination and Coarse 
of Study shall make provision for the 
teaching of this subject as a part of 
the course for the ensuing year, and 
shall recommend to Uie SAool -Board 
suitable text hooka. 

The resolution was adopted. The 
Committee on Course of Studies will 
make its report at the meeting of the 
School i^oard next Monday night 
What text-books the committee will 
recommend has not been stated. Tem- 
perance has been taught in a vague 
way in tto aehools under the head of 
Nature Studies, but according to the 
reaolntioa adopted, a tej^book ia re- 
qnired, covering the effeet of alcohol 
on the system, so that pupils will be 
examined and reports aent home as to 
average acqnired jnst as in tto case of
